BOISE — The Idaho Senate is ready to 
^considcrRcpublirtm’GovrPhil Ban’R-ptarfor - 

S664 million in public school support in the 
next budget year, which will leave little mon- 
ey to argue about during the I 995 session. 

Ban’s proposal gives public schools about 
half the increase they received last year, hut is 
still S43.5 million more than current funding. 

The, bill could come to a final vote in the 
Senate by Tuesday. Moderates and 
Democrats can be expected to argue lor more 
money, but most people in the Legislature be- 
lieve it will sail through both the Senate and 

House. 

With that budget accounting for about half 
of all state lax revenue for the year that begins 
’ I July I. the House 
1 995 ^ cvcnuc am J Tax- 
‘ alion Committee 

has been rejecting 
almost every tax 
proposal that 
might reduce the general fund. 

On Friday, it tentatively approved legisla- 
tion changing the state’s 3 -percent investment 
tax credit, but refusing to allow business 
amendments that could have cost more than 
S2 million in tax revenue. 

Steve Ahrens, president of the Idaho Asso- 
ciation of Commerce and Industry, said big 
companies would like more favorable treat- 
ment under the investment tax credit law. but 
realize there is no money to pay lor it. 

Legislative tedders still are predicting ad- 
journment of the session by March 17. That 
would mean a session of about 70 days, 
which would be the Idaho Legislature’s short- 
est session since l ‘>85 . 

With money questions virtually settled, 
there would appear to be little to interfere 
with meeting that target. 

Meanwhile, a House committee approved 
legislation last week ending agriculture's 78- 
year exemption from the law requiring all 
other employers to provide their workers with 
workers compensation insurance. A final 
House vote is scheduled Tuesday. 

But the Farm Bureau Federation is waging 
an all-out campaign against it, and leading 
lawmakers predict it will have an uphill battle 
getting the rest of die way through .1 Legisla- 
ture dominated by farmers and ranchers.

White House, firms happy with trade pact

WASHINGTON — President Clinton arid 
affected U.Srcompanies Sunday hailed the- 
signing of an agreement with China designed 
to prevent the pirating of American movies, 
music, computer software and other intellectu- 
al property. 

Averting a possible trade war as a deadline 
approached, China yielded to U.S. demands 
and agreed to crack down on widespread Chi- 
nese pirating, which U.S. officials estimate 
costs U.S. companies SI billion a year. 

For example, U.S. record companies will be 
able to market their "entire catalog of works in 
China, subject to censorship concerns.” ac- 
cording to a U.S. summary of the pact. 

Administration officials expressed surprise 
that Chinn hacked down as the U.S. deadl ine 
approached to impose 100 percent tariffs on 
Chinese products. One senior aide suggested

that Chinese. leaders wanted to get the bother- 
some dispute behind them, fearing it would

The president also said, the agreement 
“promotes broader goalyfn China: Greater re- 
spect for rule of law and greater access to in- 
tellectual property products promote u more 
open Chinese society.” 

Chinese acquiescence also enables Clinton 
to put a ncttlesomc issue behind him and de- 
velop closer ties with an emerging economic 
power considered important to U.S. interests. 

The SI billion in products affected is small 
by comparison with the $45 billion in annual 
total trade between the two countries, with S37 
billion of that in Chinese exports to the United 
States. " ( 

While the deal establishes standards of busi- 
ness behavior between the United Slates and 
China, it carries symbolic importance, too, 
showing that the two nations can gain from 
each other. 


Survey shows 
nearly 3 in 4 
are overweight

NEW YORK — Americans keep 
putting on the pounds, according to a 
new survey that says nearly three in 
four arc overweight. 

The Harris Poll released Monday 
found that 71 percent of Americans age 
25 and older arc overweight, based on a 
national survey of 1 ,250 adults. 

That suggests a steady climb: Harris 
polls found 58 percent of Americans 
were overweight in 1983, 64 percent in 
1 990 and 69 percent last year. 

"It doesn’t surprise me," Dr. JoAnn 
E. Manson, an endocrinologist at the 
Harvard School of Medicine, Raid Sun- 
day. "Obesity is an alarming epidemic.” 
Other studies have found that tho av- 
erage American has gained eight 
pounds in the past decade, and that 60 
percent of Americans con be classified 
as sedentary, she said. 

Examples from Met Life’s 1983 tables 
include the recommendation that n medi- 
■ um-frnmed 5-foot-7 man weigh 140 to 
152 pounds; a woman, 133 to 147. Ac- 
cording to the survey — and based on 
the Metropolitan Life recommended 
. weight ranges — 10 percent of Ameri- 
cans are at least 30 percent overweight 
and another 12 percent arc between 20 
percent and 30 percent overweight. 

The poll concluded that 79 percent of 
American men and 64 percent of Amer- 
ican women arc overweight.

Thunderstorms rumble across the Plains

A line of thunderstorms rumbled across the Great 
Plains Sunday, and pockets of freezing rain fell on 
western Minnesota. 

A low pressure system generated scattered storms 
across the nation's midscctiun from Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas into Nebraska and on through western Mis- 

The storms dumped more than an inch of rain on San 
Angelo, Texas, as the most severe rain moved northeast 
across Oklahoma. 

The same system whipped winds in western Texas to 
nearly 50 mph near Guadalupe Pass. 

Patchy freezing drizzle was falling over western Min- 


nesota during the morning and into the afternoon. 

Gale- force winds caused minor flooding wist of Lake 
Eric, where 40 mph gusts caused unusually high lake 
water levels. 

Approximately ivc inches of snow fell on parts of 
Pennsylvania's Venango. Clarion, Jefferson and Butler 
counties. 

In Ohio, Madison and Wayne recorded 6 inches of 
snow and Thompson had up to 8 inches.

. A class action lawsuit in federal 
court in Chicago contends four drug 
companies knowingly distributed clot- 
ting products contaminated with HIV. 
The lawsuit also accuses the New 
York-based National Hemophilia 
Foundation, a research and information 
group partially funded by blood-prod- 
uct manufacturers, of misleading doc- 
tors. patients and the public about the 
seriousness of the AIDS threat. 

The defendants say they acted prop- 
erly and started screening blood for 
HIV as soon its a lest was available in 
1985. 

“We thought we did a pretty good 
job but. in retrospect, it didn't stop an 
enormous tragedy from occurring." 
said Susan Horschcl, an attorney for 
Rhonc-Poulcnc Rorcr Inc. and its Ar- 
mour Pharmaceutical Co. subsidiary, 
both of C ollcgcvil le. Pa. 

In August, a committee representing 
HIV-infected hemophiliacs and their 
survivors rejected a $160 million set- 
tlement offer from Rhone- Poulenc and 
Baxter International Inc. of Deerfield, 
III., which distributes clotting products 
through its Hyland division. The pro- 
posed settlement would have amounted 
to S30.000 for each person-infected 
with HIV as a result of tainted blood- 
clotting products. 

"$30,000 is like a spit in the eye to 
me," said Pam Headings of 
Blountstown. Fla., whose hemophiliac 
husband Wyatt died from AIDS 111 Jan- 
uary 1994. 

Her idea of fair payment: "How 
much did they save not cleaning up the 
blood? How much interest has that 
money drawn since then? And what 
are they hiding from us still?" 

Terry Lee Swanson of Burney, 
Calif., who lost her 22-year-old 
hemophiliac sou Erie to AIDS in 1986. 
said money isn't the issue. 

"Tin not gung ho about the money 
as much as I want somebody to take re- 
sponsibility for killing him." she said. 

The HIV epidemic among 
hemophiliacs had its beginnings in a 
medical breakthrough portrayed. as a 
quantum leap in quality of life for vie- 
■ iitnsof the disease. 

' For years, hemophiliacs depended 
..on a. gelatinous form o f..the. dotting _ 


factor that was cumbersome to use. But 
in the early 1970s. pharmaceutical 
companies began wide distribution of a 
powdered, easy-to-use concentrate pa- 
tients could mix with water and give to 
themselves intravenously. 

But the process for manufacturing 
the new medication was virtually a pre- 
scription for infecting patients with the 
AIDS virus. 

Doses of the old. gelatinous form of 
the clotting factor had been distilled 
from the blood of individual donors, 
but the new concentrate was made 
from the pooled blood of os many as 
20.000. HIV-infected blood from any 
of them could contaminate the whole 
batch. It was the equivalent of having 
unprotected sex with thousands of 
anonymous partners. Yet Rogers said 
he was told by doctors in the early 
1980s that the possibility of contracting 
HIV from clotting products "was al- 
most like getting hit by lightning." 

Rogers, a compact man with an en- 
gaging grin, was working as a night- 
club disc jockey in Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., in 1989, when he agreed to be 
tested for HIV by a girlfriend who 
worked in a medical lab. When he 
heard the results, "1 just Hipped," he 
said. 

After retesting, he went on a 15- 
monlh alcoholic binge. The stress and 
reckless living finally caused a bleed- 
ing episode so severe he was hospital- 
ized for 1 1 days. I 

"I felt useless," he said. "My emo- 
tions were totally gone. The only way I 
thought I could get any kind of control 
wits through alcohol." 

Rogers eventually qualified for fed- - 
end disability insurance, which covers 
his medical cosls and pays him $663 a 
month. He lives with his girlfriend in a 
modest apartment in the Chicago sub- 
urb of Palatine and spends his time as a 
full-time volunteer activist for HIV-in- 
fected hemophiliacs. 

Had he known of the high risk of . 
HIV infection. Rogers said he would 
have cut his consumption of dotting 
products, using them only lo halt major 
bltcds instead of as a preventative. 

"We were all misinformed from the 
get-go.*.' he said. 

The catastrophe was foreshadowed. 
__In the early 1970s, wljgn concentrat- 


ed clotting products were introduced, 
90 percent of those who used than tut- 
or tested positive for exposure to u 
blood-borne virus tliat causes hepatitis 
B. a potentially deadly liver disease. 
Scientists established a clear link be- 
tween the clotting products and hepati- 
tis in 1972, 10 years before AIDS was 
first reported in a hemophiliac. 

In 1978. German researchers discov- 
ered that healing the clotting medica- 
tion destroyed the hepatitis virus. Yet 
drug companies were reluctant to add 
the step to their manufacturing process, 
because heating destroyed much of the 
clotting agent, lowering the yield and 
raising the cost per dose. 

In July 1982. the Centers for Disease 
Control reported the first AIDS eases 
among hemophiliacs. That same 
month. Dr. Bruce Evatt of the CDC 
wrote to Louis Alcdort, then medical 
co-director of the National Hemophilia 
Foundation, expressing concern that 
the disease was possibly caused by a 
virus and transmitted through blood, 
like hepatitis. 

Aledon opposed proposals to recall 
dotting products or require viral neu- 
tralization. twice arguing before a U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration adviso- 
ry committee that such steps could 
raise the price of the products dramati- 
cally with no knowledge of how ipany 
people would benefit. 

Foundation newsletters played down 
the infection risk and urged hemophili- 
acs to continue using the producLs. 

The AIDS virus was discovered in 
1 984. and blood banks began screening 
donations for the virus the next spring. 
By then, nearly half the hemophiliacs 
in the country were infected. 

. Heating clotting medication ulti- 
mately proved even more effective 
against HIV than against the hepatitis 
virus. Drug companies now routinely 
purify clotting medication by hcatiug 
and other means. 

Jonathan Wadleigh of Brookline, 
Mass., the lead plaint i IT in the lawsuit, 
said the drug companies could have 
prevented the contamination. 

"This is not about, abstract questions 
regarding blood safety," he said, “It is

He already has pro- 
posed and has received approval 
from city planners on a development 
plan for' stores, restaurants and a ho- 
tel on the 1 3.8 acres of farmland val- 
ued at SI 90. 

Ken Edmunds. Ameristar’s vice 
president in charge of development, 
said last month that construction 
should begin this year. Edmunds 
said then that. city officials had not 
talked to him or Neilsen about buy- 
ing the land. 

The state Department of Lands 
owns nine acres of roadway by the 
bridge and another 6.86 acres on 


which the Perrine Bridge visitors 
center sits. 

A partnership known as Canyon 
View Properties owns another 6.18 
acres north of Bridgevicw Estates 
that might be needed either for an 
interchange or a belt route. Benny, 
Gary and Phillip Blick of Castlcford 
and Twin Falls lawyer G, Kent Tay- 
lor became partners in Canyon View 
Properties on Feb. 4. 1991. 

Some property for the intersection 
also might be needed from the Mag- 
ic Valley Mall. 

But Young and Courtney stress 
that the city will not proceed with 
any interchange plans until the City 
Council decides how it wants to 
handle the looming traffic dilemma. 

"We still need to talk to the 
landowners to sec what options may 
be available." Courtney said.

said William Mitchell, 23. the 
group’s Dallas-arca representative. 

"That is incentive, that is insur- 
ance." said Mitchell, who spends his 
days fixing broken city water mains. 

"If someone breaks into your 
house and you kill them, this buys 
you the insurance that he will not 
break into another house. This per- 
son will never hurt you again, will 
never hurt anybody again." 

The group apparently isn't break- 
ing any laws but authorities advise 
members, estimated at about 800 in 
1 3 states, to be cautious.

Chemical plant fire spews chlorine 
gas into Minneapolis neighborhood 

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — A chemi- 
cal supply plant caught fire, spewing 
chlorine gas into the air early Sunday 
and prompting authorities to urge resi- 
dents nearby who could smell the 
fumes to leave their homes. 

Fire officials said people living near 
the fire at Hawkins Chemical. Inc. 
should stay put if their doors and win- 
dows were well-sealed. Bui they urged 
people who could smell the fumes to 
drive — not walk {- away. 

They also sent buses to accommo- 
date the possible evacuation of up to 
,.300 residents in a square-mile area. 

A police dispatcher said she had no 
reports of evacuations in the first two 
hours after the buses arrived. 

Two firefighters were treated for 
minor injuries and chlorine gas residue 
was washed olT 12 others. 

“We kicked open the door and in 
two seconds we could see we couldn't 
gcut ^ut.T one firefighter said. 

The cKlorine chemical is similar to 
those used in swimming pools. The gas 
causes burning in the eyes and mouth 
and difficulty breathing, said Deputy 
Fire Chief Tom Dccgan. 

“You’d have to get an incredible 
exposure before it will kill you," 

Dccgan said.

Armey says no 
to affirmative 
action programs 

WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, adding 
his voice to the rising GOP criticism 
of affirmative action, said it's lime to 
trust the inherent goodness of 
Americans and get government out of 
the business of deciding who gets jobs 
and educational benefits. 

Asked on CBS' "Face the Nation" 
if any affirmative action programs arc 
needed, Armey said, “1 don't think 
so." 

The task of ending racial and sexual 
discrimination should be taken up 
“with an eye toward whnt is the funda- 
mental sound goodness of the 
American people, not what is the 
bully and guile of the federal govern- 
ment," the Texas Republican said. 

Conservative Pat Buchanan, a prob- 
able Republican presidential candi- 
date, told CBS that affirmative action, 
ensuring that minorities and women 
get a fair shore of job and educational 
. benefits, discriminates against work- 
ing-class whites “for one reason — to 
advance the cause and to salve some 
guilty consciences of people who 
aren’t paying the price of affirmative 
action.” 

But Rep. Kwcisi Mfumc, D-Md., 
former head of the Congressional 
Black Caucus, said Republican presi- 
dential candidate Sen. Phi! Gramm 
and others opposed to affirmative 
action “arc making this something that 
it shouldn’t be. It’s dividing us as a 
nation. It’s polarizing us.” 

Affirmative action remains a neces- 
sary “bridge over troubled waters" for 
" many Americans, Mfumc said on 
ABC’s “This Week with David 
Brinkley.” “Wiping out all affirmative 
action is a simple solution, but it is 
dead wrong.” 

Mfumc and another advocate of 
affirmative action. Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihnn, D-N.Y., expressed support 
for President Clinton’s announcement 
lostwcck that he would review exist- 
ing programs and end those no longer 
necessary. 

“I think what began as an effort to 
redress the legitimate concerns and 
ncpds~of African-Americans has 
expanded to other things entirely 
unexpected. And if every 30 years you 
look at a program, that's not so bad," 

Moynihan said on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 

House Minority Whip David 
Bonior, D-Mich., said he, too, was 
wijling to look at refotms, but “what 
we ought not to do is engage in somq,- 
cheap political demagoguery over this

The controversy stems from the 
conservative Family Research 
Council's allegation that Foster 
learned in 1969 of a federal study that 
left black Alabama sharecroppers with 
syphilis untreated, and that he did 
nothing about it

the experiment until 1 972 and when he 
did Icam about it, he was outraged and 
pressed to get proper treatment for the 

men.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — One of 
the nation’s biggest anti-smoking 
projects failed to help heavy smok- 
ers kick the habit, and had just a 
modest effect on more moderate 
smokers, federal scientists report. 

Disappointed National Cancer 
Institute researchers blamed the $45 
million study’s lack of effect on 
people who smoked more than 25 
cigarettes a day on nicotine addic- 
tion too powerful to overcome. 

They insisted their modest suc- 
cess with more moderate smokers 
— a 3 percent higher quit rate — 
was significant enough for commu- 
nities nationwide to adopt the nnti- 
smoking programs. 

“It may sound small, but the pub- 
lic health importance of that benefit, 
if we were to apply it on a national 
basis, would translate to about 1.1 
million fewer smokers,” said NCI 
study director William Lynn. 

Dr. Edwin Fisher of Washington 
University agreed. "Considering the 
enormous risks attendant on smok- 
ing and the benefits of quitting, 
such an impact is noteworthy," he 
wrote in an editorial accompanying 


the study in Monday's American 
Journal of Public Health, 

The NCI launched the massive 
Community Intervention Trial for 
Smoking Cessation lo see if intense 
anti-smoking programs would help 
smokers quit. 

NCI paired 20 demographically 
similar communities in the United 
States and two in Canada. One 
community in each pair ran the 
campaign, everything from educa- 
tion and workplace smoking bans to 
teaching doctors to push patients 
into smoking cessation program. 
The idea was to see if, after four 
years, more smokers subjected to 
the community pressure kicked the 
habit than did their neighbors. 

Of the 2.3 million people living in 
the study communities, NCI moni- 
tored 10,019 heavy smokers and 
10328 more moderate smokers. 

At the end, 18 percent of the 
heavy smokers had quit for at least 
six months — in both groups. 
Special pressure had no more effect 
on heavy smokera than the routine 
smoking information average 
Americans hear every day.

To 'reverse the trend, the Idaho Division of 
Environmental Quality has produced a “nutri- 
ent management plan" that leans heavily on 
major industries to reduce the nutrients - basi- 
cally pollution - they dump in*thc river. 
Phosphorus, nitrates, ammonia and dirt are the 
primary pollutants. 


The plan, largely written by DEQ employ- 
ees, does not seek any new regulations. 
Instead, it is u framework for industry action 
along the 92.5-milc Middle Snake reach from 
Milner- Dam to King Hill. 


In general terms, the plan calls lor a 30 per- 
cent reduction in phosphorus measured at the 
U.S. 30 bridge over the Snake River, near 
Hagetman. Sediments would also b$ reduced 
by 30 perent. and plant biomass would be 
'trimmed by 30 percent in selected spots. 

The plan’s goal is “ ... to encourage sustain- 
able resource development, ensure no furtlicr 
decline i n water qu ality, ami encourage indus- 


try adoption of best management practicesToT 
waste management."

Officials study 
grazing impact

TWIN FALLS - Grazing fees are going 
down, but Sawtooth National Forest officials 
hope public involvement will be on the rise 
when they begin to examine grazing permits 
due to expire at the end of the year. 

Starting this spring. Sawtooth officials will 
begin studying the environmental impacts of 
35 grazing permits, all but two of which will 
expire on New Year’s Eve. Of those. 21 are 
for sheep and goats, and the rest arc for cows 
and horses. 

Anyone who wants to get involved in the 
environmental analysis of grazing on public 
rangelands can contact forest officials in Twin 
Falls, Burley, Fairfield, Kctchum and Stanley. 
Overall, 1.7 million acres - or 83 percent - of 
the Sawtooth Forest is available for grazing. 

Despite an Interior Department attempt to 
raise them, the base rate for grazing fees on 
federal rangeland have fallen to $1.61 per 
month for every cow-calf pair - down from 
SI. 98. It costs federal land managers more 
than S3 a month to administer every cow-calf 
pair. Grazing fees on state lands were pegged 
at S4.53 last year. 

The first opportunity for citizens to get 
involve^ in the Sawtooth's permit reissuing 
process will conic during public scoping 
meetings, said Forest Supervisor Jack Bills. 

“People will have an opportunity, up front, 
to talk about it," Bills said. "We want to open 
the process up to the point where anyone can 
look in and say whether it's fair, or not.'" 

After the scoping sessions, forest officials 
will collect and interpret rangeland data in 
areas grazed by livestock: such areas arc 
known as allotments. The environmental 
analysis will be recorded in a formal docu- 
ment offering several grazing management 
strategics. - 

In some cases, a group of allot men ts may 
be lumped together in a single environmental 
analysis. Bills said. Such an approach allows .1 
larger, ecosystem approach to; range manage- 
ment. he said. ’ 

The environmental analysis documents 
should he ready by early 1996, before cows 
and sheep are turned out on public rangelands. 
The documents will be available for 30 days, 
-.and public comment will be.coustdcrcd.befi>rc_ 
a final decision is made. Grazing permits arc 
generally reissued for 10 years. 

The Sawtooth National Forest has issued 
202 grazing, permits to individuals, families 
and corporal ions.. More than 43.000 cows and 
nearly 22,000 sheep are permitted to graze on 
the Sawtooth Forest. * 

Nationally, livestock is allowed to graze on 
87 million acres of national forest land. There 
arc 9.197 grazing permits, and about 4,500 
will expire at the end of this year.

Hailey council looks again 
at sewer, water meter bonds

HAILEY - City officials arc trying to 
•recover from the shock of on engineering 
estimate that nearly doubled the estimated 
price lag for a sewer plant expansion. 

“It was a big shock to me, the staff and 
the council." Hailey Mayor Steve Kearns 
said. 

Whether the Election on bond issues for 
the sewer expansion and for installing 
water meters throughout the city will be 
held in May remains in question. 

Council members will discuss- the issue 
during their Monday meeting, which begins 
at 6 p.m. But the council may not have 
enough information by then to decide 
whether to postpone the bond election or 
increase the bond amount. Reams said. 

In December, the City Council autho- 
rized .u se\vcr_bond_issue_nnd_a .separate 
water-meter bond issue election to be held 
May 23. 

That decision was based on an engineer- 
ing cost estimate for the sewer expansion 
of $2.2 million by Scott Roger’s Aqua 
Environmental of Utah. 

City staff estimated it would cost 
$800,000 to install water meters. 

Both estimates have proven to be wrong. 

The first error was discovered when 
water Superintendent Steve Tosier mistak- 


enly thought he could apply S900.000 from 
a city replacement fund to the SI . 8 million 
water meter project, Kcums said. 

Tosier was not present during the public 
hearing in which the City Council approved 
the bond based on Tosier’s estimate. 

The city has on hand S900.000 in dedi- 
cated funds that can be applied only to the 
sewer project., Kearns said. 

With those funds, the cost of the sewer 
expansion would have dropped to SI. 3 mil- 
lion. 

A second engineering estimate by Bell- 
Walker Engineering of Boise revealed the 
original estimate did not include the cost of 
certain elements required by the state 
Division of Environmental Quality, Reams 
said. 

In addition, the first estimate was based, 
in part, on buying used equipment, which 
the city finds unacceptable, Keums said. 

The new. estimate for the sewer project 
comes to $3.9 million. 

The capacity of the Riverside Sewer 
Treatment Plant is in question, with the fate 
of future annexations and the construction 
of a county jail contingent upon the bond 
issue’s passngc. • > 

"If we don't pass it (sewer bond), you're 
not going to get slow growth, you’re gonna 
stop in your, tracks,” Reams predicted.

* Wellhead protection - up 
to $30,000 

• Disinfection of “A" Street 
Well - $45,000 to $600,000. 

* Cryptosporidium testing 
and removal - $225,000 per 
well.

• Arsenic, sulfate and radon 
removal - arsenic, $175,000;

DEQ^s intent is to find a manage-

Feldman .Said he considered looking 
for work &.u>school bus driver, but 
now may find a new place to reopen 
his business. 

The toughest task, though, won’t be 
to reopen the store, he said. 

"How can we repay the people in the 
valley for all of this?". 

Woman wins 
settlement 
in raid case 

WORLEY (AP) — A woman 
who sued the federal government 
over a Inw-cnforcemcnt raid on her 
house has settled the case for 
SI 0,000. 

Federal agents and Kootenai 
County sheriffs deputies who broke 
down Roberta Davison’s front door 
Oct. 19, 1992, were searching for 
her half-brother, William Davison. 
The man had escaped from the 
Latah County Jail in Moscow about 
a month earlier while awaiting sen- 
tencing for first-degree murder. 

William Duvison was not at the 
Worley home at the time of the 
early-morning raid, ond Roberta 
Davison sued after authorities 
rejected her claim against the U.S. 
Marshal's Service, which super- 
vised the raid. 

In the suit, Davision claimed 
authorities violated her civil rights 
and had not obtained a warrant to 
search the home. 

She had sought S15 1,000,. but 
agreed to accept $10,000 in a settle- 
ment reached earlier this month. 

The payment was not an admis- 
sion of guilt, said Marc Haws, chief 
of the civil division of the U.S. 
District Court in Boise. But he said 
the case was uncertain enough that a 
jury might have sided with Davison 
and awarded her much more. 

The agents did have an arrest 
warrant for William Davison, ond 
court records show deputy marshal 
Jack ClufTliad filled out on affidavit 
of probable cause — on application 
for a search warrant. But no judge 
ever signed it. 

"Because of some misunderstand- 
ings ns to the law, he didn’t apply 
for the search warrant," Haws said. 

Roberta Davison said authorities 
tore her house apart and pointed a- 
gun at her 18-month-old son during 
the raid. She also said a male olticcr 
. pulled. away. a. blanket that she -had . 
used to cover her bare chest during 
the raid. 

Authorities say ttfey raided the 
home because they Had information 
indicating William'Davison may, 
have been staying there. ,

BOISE (AP) — More than SIO 
million is on its way to Idaho's 
public schools to buy computers, 
install networks and make other 
techno! ogica I i mpro veme ms. 

The state Board of Education 
approved $3.1 million in competi- 
tive grants Friday and $7.1 million 
in grants that will go to each school 
district that submitted a technology 
plan. 

The Legislature appropriated the 
money last year. 

Districts competed for the $3.1 
million by submitting proposals for 
technology projects; the best J3 
were selected. The other $7.1 mil- 
lion was doled out based on student 
enrollment lo 98 districts that sub- 
mitted a plan. 

Ada County’s three school dis- 
tricts received a total of $1.1 mil- 
lion in grants. 

The Kuna School District was the 
only Ada County district to get a 
competitive grant. The S92.I22 will 
add computers and lab equipment 
(o four high school science labs. 

'Kuna also received a $86,401 basic 
grant. 

"We’ll also be buying some soft- 
ware that will allow the teacher to 
simulate science experiments on the 
computer, so they can do things that 
would otherwise be too dangerous,” 
Kuna High School technology coor- 
dinator Cliff Green said. 

“For example, students can gel an 
idea of what happens when an 
explosion occurs.” 

The Boise School District intends 
to use its $559,000 share to connect 
elementary school computers so 
classrooms can communicate with 
each other and a central file. 

Meridian will combine its 
S3 69,000 in grant money with dis- 
trict funds to install networks, con- 
nect them to the Internet and do 
other work.

Especially after Chang won the opening set in 23 
minutes. Until Enqvist held to open the second set, 
Chang had taken 23 of 26 games since trailing 5-3 in. the 
second set against Jonathan Stark in the quarterfinals. 
The game proved pivotal.

Training work force is job 
for industry and schools^ 


- Employers don’t have-much confi- 

dence in the ability .of schools and col- 
leges to prepare young people for the 
workplace. Not onlyrtliat, employers also 
show a skepticism and animosity toward 
young, new workers that is alarming. 

These are two findings of a first-ever 
national survey of hiring, training and 
management practices in American busi- 
ness. The survey of 3,347 companies was 
conducted by the Census Bureau for the 
U.S. Department of Education. The find- 
ings can't be good news to anyone, least 
of all to young workers, who have to cam 
a living in competition with the rest of 
the world. 

To be fair, it is highly unrealistic to ex- 
pect that schools and colleges will be 
able to prepare studmils to. fit seamlessly 
into all manner of join, short of attaching 
schools to specific industries. Jobs arc 
becoming more specialized, and so is the 
training needed by the labor force. 

In the Jong run, employers will still 
be best -suited to mold their new hires 


to.ihcij specific needs, 

That said, however, the survey makes 
it clear enough that employers don't 
think the educational system has risen yet 
to a crucial challenge: defining what 
skills arc basic, in our technological age, 
to the labor needs of the future and what 
levels of proficiency are absolutely es- 
sential for a flexible and adaptable work 
force. 

Educators have to show they arc 
producing students whose skills are 
malleable to the fast -chaining de- 
mands of the workpla ce.

Croatian aide hints at war possibility 


ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) r— A 
close aide to Croatia’s president 
hinted strongly at the possibility of 
war, while United Nations peace- 
keepers in neighboring Bosnia faced 
obstruction Sunday from both the 
Muslim-led government and Serbs. 

In an interview published in the 
Vcccrnji List daily newspaper. 
Miomir Zuzul, Croatia’s ambassador 
to the United Nations in Geneva, 
said the only real chiincc for peace 
in Croatia lies in rebel Serbs’ accep- 
tance df reintegration into Croatia - 
-^Nsvhich they have repeatedly 
rejected. 

- — If the Serbs do not accept 
Zagreb’s rule, Zuzul said, "Croatia 
could do what every sovereign 
cquntry has the right to do in its ter- 
ritory ... and afTord normal life to the 
majority of its population." 

War will also come if Bosnian 


Serbs join forces militarily with the 
Croatian Serbs, as they have said 
they could, or if Serbia intervenes 
directly in Croatia, Zuzul said. ' 

His comments contradicted assur- 
ances- from President Franjo 
Tudjman and other leaders, who 
have said Croatia’s insistence that 
12,000 U.N. peacekeepers start leav- 
ing when their mandate expires 
March 3 1 will not necessarily leud 
to war. 

^Tudjman says thc peacekeepers 
should go because they have in 
effect cemented the Serbs' hold on 
the one-third of Croatia they cap- 
tured during a six-month war in 
1991 that killed 10.000 people. 

In Bosnia, meanwhile, armed men 
set up r&idblocks near a U.N. base 
in Gornji Vakuf, central Bosnia, to 
protest the presence of two Bosnian 
Serb liaison officers to the United 


Nations. The MusNm-lcd Bosnian 
government said the then were civil- 

U.N. spokesman Lt. Col. Gary 
Coward said the United Nations had 
lodged a protest with the govern- 
ment over this "serious irritation’"to 
the 400 British U.N. peacekeepers at 
the base. 

Government forces were also 
holding two U.N. fuel trucks at 
Visoko. just outside Sarajevo. 

For their part, Serbs on Sunday' 
prevenfed7U7N. - 'officials‘ from" 
inspecting a suspected arms stash in 
Sarajevo.

SHENZHEN, China (AP) — 
Yellow Shell Ridge is just one of many 
villages that have grown together into 
the booming town of Shenzhen along 
the border with Hong Kong. But 
townspeople know it as "Second Wife 
Village." «i 

The nickname comes from the vil- 
lage's reputation as the place where 
Hong Kong husbands hide their 
, Chinese mistresses. The affairs are a 
controversial byproduct of the growing 
social and economic bonds between 
Hong Kong and China. 

Thousands of Hong Kong men trav- 
el to China on business, and so many 
of the married ones have taken Chinese 
mistresses thatli Hong Kong legislator 
is demanding they be prosecuted as 
bigamists. 

There are no statistics, but it is an 
open secret in Shenzhen and Hong 
Kong that some men from the British 
colony are making love as well os prof- 
it in China. 

Cross-border affairs arc facilitated 
by the trains that leave central Hong 
Kong for Shenzhen every few minutes 
and by China's visa-free privileges for 
residents of Hong Kong. The journey 
is getting even easier with the approach 
of 1997, when Hong Kong reverts to 
Chinese rule. 

"It’s very convenient ... it takes an 
hour, you can come over once or twice 
a week,” said Xin Yong. n former 
Chinese policeman who lives in 
Shenzhen and who says several of his 
female friends live off lovers from 
llong Kong or Taiwan. 

Chinese call it “taking a second 



SHALL Russia (AP) — Mental 
patients spoiled outside Shnli 
Psychiatric Hospital in the winter sun- 
shine os shellfire ripped up plumes of 
dust a mile behind the deadly front line 
dividing Russian and Chechen forces.

beds, silent under gray blankets. A 
third patient, Vladimir Mirkov, who 
gave his age as 70, sat munching bread 
at a small table. Was he frightened of 
the shelling? 

“I’m used to it,” Mirkov said, and 
asked hopefully whether visiting jour- 
nalists were a medical commission 
which had come to release him. 

Kolya, a Russian patient in his 30s, 
clutched the steel bars blocking the 
entrance to his ward, looking out blankly. . 

“He’s very nervous — that’s why 
he’s locked in here," said Musayeva. 

Kolya's open shirt and cotton . 
trousers hanging low around his waist 
gave little protection against the damp 
chill inside the building, which stank • 
of excrement. 

A steel restraint cage, around one 
yard high, stood empty in the comer. 

Svetn, a woman patient in the same 
room who appeared to be in her 20s, 
repeatedly screamed and spat into her 
blanket.

Bank of England considers plan 
to rescue ancient, collapsing bank 


LONDON (AP) —'Britain’s oldest 
merchant bank, whicei financed the 
Napoleonic wars and lists Queen 
Elizabeth II among its clients, is in 
danger of collapsing, news reports said 
Sunday. 

The Bank of England was reportedly 
attempting to rescue Baring Brothers 
and Co. after at least one of its dealers 
in Singapore lost about $600 million, 
mostly in speculative trading on the 
Japanese stock market. 

The Bank of England, Britain’s cen- 
tral bank, declined to comment Sunday 
on the newspaper and broadcast 
reports, and there was no answer at 
Barings’ London office. 


If a buyer cannot be found in time, 
the Bank of England may prop up 
Barings by taking over its massive 
debts. Failure to do so could cause a 
crisis of confidence in other British 
banks and hurt the London slock 
exchange. 

Barings was founded in 1762, and 
was the great banker o {^Europe long 
before the Rothschilds appeared on the 
international’ financial scene. It remains 
n bank for the rich, charging a minimum 
of $1 5,600 to manage shares for a year. 

Press Association, the British nation- 
al news agency, said the huge losses 
were incurred by one or two dealers in 
Baring Securities’ Singapore office. 


U.S., Europe disagree 
on speed of technology

Under the new program, appli- 
cants need only live in ( El Paso 
County, be at least 25 years old. pay 
$85 and have no felony convictions 
or history of mental instability. 

They are not required to demon- 
strate. a need lor a concealed weapon 
or proficiency with firearms or 
familiarity with salcty procedures. 

Floridians who apply for con- 
cealed weapons pennits must be at 
least 21 aud-havc no felony convic- 
tions. They also must attend a ccrtf- 
lied gun familiarity course or pro- 
vide proof of an honorable military 
discharge. 

In Colorado, a state that still 
allows residents to wear pistols and 
holsters in full public view, each 
county sheriff decides how to dis- 
pense concealed weapons pennits. 

The previous sheriff of El Paso 
County, defeated for re-election Past 
year, required applicants to prove 
their lives had been threatened. Tint 
strict policy yielded just several 
dozen permits during Sheriff 
Bernard Barry's 12-year term. 

But during the election, candidate 
Joint Anderson promised to ease the 
restrictions. He took office 45 days 
ago. His policy is believed to be the 
most lenient in Colorado and one of 


the moft lenieftt in thc.countiy. 

Federal statistics show a decline in 
per-capita crime here, but the vol- 
ume of crimes has. increased as lias 
the relative brutality, according to 
local authorities. 

New gangs moved into the area 
recently, Kelsey said, and they have 
been using firearms with abandon. 

“We feel there is no rcxson why a 
law-abiding cijizen should not liavc ' 
the same opportunity as a criminal to 
nnn himself." he said. "If the crimi- 
nal element knows dial more people 
in the community arc carrying 
weapons, that element might not be 
so hasty lo commit a crime.” 

Not everyone agrees. 

Colorado Springs Police Chief 
Lome Kramer is not happy. The 
city's 300.000 residents comprise the 
vast majority of the county's popula- 
tion and aie subject to the new poliyy.

Legislature may fight ACLU over cross 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Legislature may become a defender of 
the lighted cross on Boise's Table 
Rock. 

Lawmakers this week will consider 
jumping into the fray by urging the 
state Land Board to reject the 
American Civil Liberties Union’s case. 

Tile ACLU hxs questioned the valid- 
ity of the sale that transferred title of 
the land on which the illuminated cross 
stands from the state to the Boise 
Junior Chamber of Commerce.

Warmer winterjveather 
worries Utah fruit growers 


Kempthome says Air Force base 
will be upgraded, not shut down 


PAYSON. Utah (AP) — Bouts of 
spring-like weather this winter have 
Utah fruit farmers worried, but a 
county extension agent said they 
should not fret. 

Many farmers remember how 
they lost peach trees to sub-zero 
temperatures in lale 1990 and early 
1991, only lo have the young 
replacement trees damaged by 
warm-cold fluctuations in subse- 
quent years. 

But Tony Hatch, fruit specialist 
with the Utah County office of 
Utah State University Extension 
Services, said near-freezing tem- 
peratures at night have kept most 
trees from blooming in spile of 
60-dcgree days. 

"The biggest danger right now is 
to have a huge swing in temperature 
from spring one day hack to win- 
ter the next." 

Most trees are not as far along as 
people think,. Hatch said. "Apple 
and pear trees arc still tight, but 
peaches and the stone fruits arc 
already slightly swollen.” 

Stone-fruit trees, such as apri- 
cots and Oriental plums, are some 
of the first varieties to begin 
blooming, often as early as two 
weeks to a month ahead of other 
trees. 

"Apricots arc more prone to be 
killed than apples because they 
bloom early and there are more 


chances for them to get hit by 
frosts.” 1 latch said. 

Right now, most trees are in no 
danger because buds, and conse- 
quently. blooms, haven’t shown up 
yet. Hatch said. 

“Thirty-degree temperatures can 
only hurt alter the petals have fallen 
off the blooms.” he said. “That's 
when they're most susceptible. 

“Every day that goes by without 
severely ubld temperatures, the bel- 
ter (fruit farmers) arc off. But 
they’re never out of danger until the 
fruit is off the trees. Just about any- 
thing can happen.” 

Many fanners are preparing their 
wind machines and propane heaters 
to keep the chill off when cooler 
temperatures arrive this week. 

Also. Hatch advises farmers to 
monitor their use of oil-based sprays 
intended to deter aphids or other 
insects. Those sprays can actually 
worsen frost damage, he said. 

Robert McMullin, who has been 
in the fruit farming business for 
nearly 25 years, said the warm win- 
ter weather worries him. 

"Of course, we had about these 
same temperatures and conditions 
in 1992 and what we had left was 
the best crop ever." he said. “And 
our trees are coming along really’ 
well. Willi some luck, we should 
have really good production this

Kempthome 
said Mountain Home also has been 
mentioned as a possible destination for 
F22s. fighter planes that will be ready 
in six to eight years. 

More planes mean more space will 
be needed to train. Kempthome said. 
But even though the base appears to 
have escaped closure, that does not 
mean the government will proceed 
with the proposed Owyhee County 
training range.

Snow sale anyone? 

If the sun is out. just change the name. 

It seems os though there is a sale for ev- 
ery reason. As soon as after-Christmas sales 
ended. New Years sales rushed in. 

Mid-January clearances were followed by. 
President's Day sales and end-of-thc season 
sales soon will be upon us. 

Just mumbo-jumbo? Or arc there really 
deals? 

More confusion: Some retailers arc in- 
creasing their number of promotions, while 
others are culling back, leaving a confused 
customer who doesn’t know whether to be- 
lieve the price of an item. 

"A customer will start to question the 
price in the first place," said Linda Luna- 
Franks, a spokeswoman for Seattle-based 
Nordstrom stores, which this year arc elimi- 
nating their fall and spring clearance sales. 

"We want to stay true to our big sales and 
do a better job selling what we hove," 
Luna- Franks said. 

The best/tip for shopping a sale is to use 
your best judgment, consumer experts say. 
But as you sort through the sea of sales, 
check our chart and consider these points: 

Retailers like to "turn" the selling floor 
— meaning introduce new merchandise — 
every six to eight weeks. So if you see 
something you like and there seems to be 
plenty in stock, you might return regularly 
until it gets marked down, said Kathleen 


A discount master preaches caution

TWIN FALLS — A retailer who knew 
how to attract shoppers like few others in 
Magic Valley history says the secret of the 
successful clearance sale is credibility. 

“The thing I always tried to remember was 
that my customers knew my merchandise as 
well as I did,” said Earl Faulkner, who ran 
The Paris women’s clothing store in down- 
town Twin Falls for 37 years until he retired 
five years ago. "They knew how much it 
cost before I cut the price.” 

That’s the trouble with non-stop saling, 
Faulkner said: Astute shoppers can figure out 
when the price of on item has been raised so 
it can be reduced.' 

"A retailer can lose credibility with cus- 
tomers, and that's something no retailer can 
afford," he said. 

O'Connor, a New York retail consultant. 

Look. too. for items at the end of a fad. 
They’re likely to be reduced up to 50 percent 
in price. The best price reductions likely come 
at the end of the season. A coat sale at the 
start of cool weather might save you 20 per- 
cent to 25 percent, but chances arc you’ll save 
up to 50 percent and more in February on 
what remains. O’Connor said. If you buy 
then, consider it a purchase for next year. 


Faulkner’s six-times-a-year sales were 
legendary for the throngs of loyal customers ■ 
they drew, and yet prices were almost never 
cut by more than one-fourth. 

“We’d open up after taking inventory, awl 
after our aa came out, we’d do os much busi- 
ness os we normally would in a week,” be 
said. 

Shoppers should know that few retailers 
can turn merchandise over fast enough to 
have constant clearance sales, Faulkner said.. 

. "The time to buy is at the end of the sea- 
son,” he said "Now would be a good time to, 
buy a coat ora sweater.” 

Be wary of sales at the height of 
peak shopping periods, Faulkner said, 
and if the deal seems too good to be 
true, it’s worth considcring-whether it - 
might be. 1 

"Fifty percent off? A hundred percent? I’d 
be careful of anything over 25 percent." ' 

A sale isn’t a sale when what you pay 
still nets a good profit for the retailer. Or, 
when the price you pay is what the retailer 
hoped to charge all along. 

"If you arc a frequent shopper, you’ll 
know whether you’re seeing a sale price. 
Or, do price comparisons," said Michael 
Nicklin, a Los Angeles retail consultant 
who has led seminars on sale shopping for 
consumers. 


For Nicklin, a "true sale" is when a tog 
has been red-lined, meaning the original 
price is lined through and the sale price is 
displayed. If the tag shows two markdowns 
— all the better. 

A good sale can be one where retailers 
take an additional percentage off an already 
reduced price. 

Some stores schedule sales the same time 
every year, taking markdowns only then. 

Nordstrom has a men's half-yearly sale 
storting the day after Christmas and on Fa- 
ther's Day, a women’s and children’s half- 
yearly, sale in June and November, an after- 
Christmas clearance, and a prc-scoson sale 
in July — called an anniversary sale. 

The pre-season sale features ncw-to-thc- 
storc merchandise at reduced prices. This is 
Nordstrom’s most popular sale "because 
it’s not clearance stuff," Lunn-Franks said. 
The stores occasionally field calls from 
shoppers who want to plan their vacations 
around the sate, she said. 

There arc only a few reasons to pay full 
price: *; 

• If you must have the item for a one- 
time special occasion such as your best 
friend's wedding. 

• There’s only one size, model or color 
of what you must have, and you're unccr- ! 
tain if it will go on sale. 

In either ease, it's worth asking the store 
clerk if he or she knows when the item 
might go on sale. Some clerks will tip off 
regular customers to upcoming deals.

While others may HtThcsitant to 
dub naltrexone — a drug recently 
approved by the U.S. government — 
as a “magic bullet" lor alcoholics, 
Marge Catranbonc has no such re- 
luctance. 

Five years ago, a Her several other 
approaches failed, she used the drug 
in her personal fight against alco- 
holism, and she says it worked. 

“Naltrexone really decreased my 
craving foca|coho1, which was the 
key to my situation," said Catran- 
bonc. a 46-year-old sales manager 
from Clifton Heights, Pa.- “I've not 
had any relapse, I'm proud to say. 
My sobriety has been wonderful/' 

Using nultrcxonc with alcoholics 
was still in the experimental stage 
when Catninbonc started taking ii. 
The drug was approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration for use in 
treating alcoholism Dec. 30. and is 
now being touted by sonic addiction 
. experts as an effective- tool in help- 
ing alcoholics overcome cravings for 
alcohol.. Naltrexone is the first drug 
approved by the FDA since the intro- 
duction of Antabuse in 1948. 
(Antabuse causes extreme nausea 
when mixed with alcohol, thereby 
deterring the alcoholic from taking 
l hat critical first drink.) 

Skeptics of naltrexone can be 
found throughout! he treatment com- 
munity. 

“I don't see this as anything our 
doctors would prescribe," says Do- 
lores Hughes, director of privately 
run addiction treatment facilities in 
Long Island, N.Y. “It seems alco- 
holics look for a quick fix and it 
doesn't work. And taking a pill is a 
quick fix." 

Hughes said programs that empha- 
size counseling and abstinence are 
most effective in turning around the 
lives of alcoholics. 

Some of the drug's critics point 
out that it wasn’t terribly effective 
when it was used in trials as a deter- 
rent to heroine use. It worked ngainst 
the craving, they said, but it didn’t 


offer any positive reinforcementor 
replacement for the heroin high. 

Even the drug's manufacturer says 
that the “magic bullet" tag is proba- 
bly nof warranted since the drug, 
sold under the name RcVin, is best 
used in combination with a regular 
counseling program. But they argue 
that ihc dreg has a place in most, al- 
cohol abuse programs, if given a 
chance by the traditionalists. 

"We’re not going to convince ev- 
eryone and it's not going to be used 
by everyone,” says Laura Mas- 
trangelo, spokeswoman for DuPont 
Merck, the drug's manufacturer. 
“We understand there's. going to be 
resistance. Over time, we're con- 
vinced there will, be enough studies 
to show what the success rate will 
be." 

The government's approval result- 
ed from two federally sponsored 
studies, which underlined the effec- 
tiveness of treating alcoholics with 
naltrexone along with counseling. 
One 12-weck study of 70 alcoholic 
men at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia School of Medicine showed that 
23 percent who were on the drug re- 
lapsed. compared with 54 percent 
who took u placebo. Similar results 
were found in another Yale study. 

"Based on clinical trials to date, it 
holds considerable promise,” said 
Richard K. Fuller, clinical research 
director for the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism in 
Rockville, Md. He said that naltrex- 
one could become a major factor in 
treating alcoholism in America. 

Researcher Raye Litten, of the Na- 
tional Institute of Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, said the government 
plans further studies on naltrexone. 

“We still don't understand why 
naltrexone seems to be working." 
says Litten. "It's the first compound 
that can reduce one's desire for alco- 
hol. And that's what is exciting." 

Both the drug manufacturer and 
the experts studying naltrexone insist 
it is a supplement, and not a replace- 
ment, to counseling at alcoholism 
treatment facilities. 


“None of these studies indicate 
this is u substitute for good psy- 
chosocial treatment — 1 2-step pro- 
grams like Alcoholics Anonymous," 
said Charles O'Brien, a professor of 
psychiatry at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

For decades, the majority of alco- 
holism treatment centers have based 
their approach on a "drug-free" phi- 
losophy. (Some dnig-trcatment facil- 
ities also use this philosophy, though 
others rely on methadone, a synthetic 
opiate, for treatment). Some resis- 
tance to naltrexone is based on this 
long-standing drug- free philosophy. 

There's a lot at stake if naltrexone 
can provide even limited success. 


The cost of alcohol abuse is stagger- 
ing. claiming 65.000 lives and SI 36 
billion in 1990 alone, according to 
one study. 

The federal government currently 
spends more than S 1 80 million annu- 
ally in the fight against alcohol. Of 
the estimated 10 million American 
alcoholics — people whose alcohol 
use adversely affects their behavior 
— about 1.5 million are now in some 
form of treatment. 

DuPont Merck says the cost of Rc- 
Via will be S3. 80 a day. The compa- 
ny also promises to make it available 
to those who can’t pay. Sales are 
currently less than S8 million annual- 
ly. the company said.

In a development that nareows the 
gap between real life and Star Trek, 
researchers are using laser beams to 
transform the enamel coating on teeth 
into a hard-as-nails surface that is 
extremely resistant to cavities. 

The experimental procedure has 
been performed only on teeth that 
have already been extracted. But 
researchers said they hope soon to try 
it on animals and then gain permission 
to lest the method in people. 

"We get at least as good an effect as 
with fluoride,” said John Fcaiherstone, 
the University of Rochester chemist 
who has been leading the research, 
referring to the fluoride treatments that 
are now commonly used to help chil- 
dren’s teeth resist decay. "This treat- 
ment won't be for everybody," he 
.said. But he suggested it may have 
some advantages over fluoride for 
people whose teeth are especially sus- 
ceptible to cavities. 

Fcaiherstone developed the 
approach with University of Rochester 
laser expert Wolf Seka and Daniel 
Fried, a professor at the Eastman 
Dental Clinic. The team uses a carbon-

energy against the tooth for a hundred- 
millionth of a second, heating the 
outer surface to about 1 ,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The tooth enamel literally melts. 
When it cools and rccrystalizcs a tenth 
of a second later, its molecular struc- 
ture has changed in a way that makes 
it 70 to 85 percent more resistant to 
the acids that cause tooth decay. And 
since the laser energy is delivered in 
such brief pulses, the sensitive core, or 
pulp, of the tooth docs not warm up 
more than 2 degrees, ensuring its sur- 
vival. 

The team tested laser-treated teeth's 
resistance to cavities by soaking them 
in a weak acid for seven hours a day 


(to simulate exposure to food acids 
during eating) and then dunking them 
in a specially developed artificial sali- 
va for 17 hours a day. After two 
weeks they tallied the net loss of min- 
erals from the teeth to get a measure of 
their'susccptibility to decay. 

Featherstone said results suggest 
that the technique may prove useful 
not only for chewing surfaces of teeth 
— either alone or in combination with 
fluoride — but 'also for treatment of 
root surfaces, which often become 
exposed as gums retract in adults. 

Featherstone reported on the tech- 
nique last week at the annual meeting 
of the International Society for Optical 1 
Engineering in San Jose, Calif.

Our father 
died when our mother was expect- 
ing her ninth child, so all of us 
kids were sent to St. Vincent's 
Orphanage in Philadelphia. It was 
a harsh experience that left emo- 
tional scars that never healed.

"Boys Town 
in Nebraska wasn’t too bad." 

Well, he got paid to be an 
orphan - none of us real orphans 
did. I hope they never build any 
more orphanages!

“Your average person skates at 10 
to 12 mph," Porcari -said. A person 
running at an X mph or Ifci mph pace 
would feel the effort involved to be 
the same, he said. How hard a person 
perceives the effort to be is a good 
measure of how hard the exercise 
actually is. 

Heart rales ji nd oxy gcn.USCJPSC.at — 
about the' same rales as the exercise 
intensity increased. So did tlic exercis- 
ers' ratings of how hard the exercise* 
felt to them, and the amount of calo- 
ries burned. 

“The thing we found is that people 
exercise at about the same heart rate." 
Porcari said. “As long* as it's an aero- 
bic exercise, they get about the same 
aerobic benefit.'' 

The study did not fully test the 
aerobic potential of in-line skating,, 
because the exercisers had five-’ 
minute rests between stages. This 
was so researchers could drive the 
men back to tlic starling point for 
the next stage and lit them with 
bags for collecting their expired air, 
Porcari said. 
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Rosearchors find that In-line skates, also known as Rollorblades, 
aro close to the aerobic oxorciso benefit of a good run. 


When the label says it’s natural, you still run allergy risk 


DEAR PAULA: Lancomc's sales- 
people have been insisting that the fra- 
grance listed on the ingredient label in 
their products is an FDA requirement 
even if the scent occurs “naturally." In 
other words, the fragrance in Lancomc 
products is not really fragrance. That 
does not make sense to me; docs it 
make sense to you? I also thought you 
might like to know that I learned from 
Alpha llydrox recently that there has 
been some trouble with their new 
Enhanced Gel. It becomes flaky and 
peels off, especially under foundation 
or a sunscreen, I called the customer 
service number and was told that there 
has been a flaking problem and they 
are working on a new fomiulation. — 
Beth, Pittsburgh. 

DEAR BETH: It doesn’t make any 
sense at all. Lancomc is not a fra- 
grance-free line. According to the 
FDA. fragrance is any additional ingre- 
dients) used in cosmetics to alter the 
smell. It's that simple. There are “nat- 
ural" ingredients that can impart fra- 
grance to a product and they may be 
listed by the name of that specific 
ingredient and not ns the generic term 
“fragrance." Whether or not a fra- 
grance is natural (meaning plant-based) 
or chemical (meaning synthetically 
derived), the term "fragrance" refers to 
a blend of ingredients that alters tlic 
scent of a product. By the way, almost 
^feagranccs used in cosmetics today 
^rderived from plants. Products that 
have no additional fragrance do not 
have to list anything because nothing 
. was used to scent the product. 

A so-called "naturally derived" fra- 
grance can stilt cause allergic reac- 
tions. I had not heard about the flaking 
problem with the Alphu Hydrox gel. 
but given the ingredient list it does 
make sense. I called Neoteric, the 
makers of Alpha Hydrox, and asked 
them what was going on. and they 
indeed acknowledged the problem. 
They are working on reformulating 
the gel and turning it into an oil-free 
cream or lotion. I told them (hat if the 
cream or lotion contains thickeners or 
silicone oils (which is almost always 
the case), it isri^t going to make 
women with oily or combination skin 
happy. I begged them to reconsider. 
I’ll let you know what they decide. In 
the meantime, you might want to con- 
sider Alpha Ccramidc by Arden. It's 
pricey, but it is a good, gentle 7.5 per- 
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cent AHA product. 

DEAR PAULA: I have tried some 
products you recommend and am 
pleased with some and other I haven't 
settled on. When I purchased your 
book I was using Erno Luszlo skin 
care, foundation, and powder; 
Lancomc blush and eyeshadows; 
Clinique lipsticks; and Maybellinc 
Grcut Lash Mascara. I loved Erno 
Laszlo because my skin was clear and 
felt clean. I have combination skin that 
leans to the oily side. I have tried 
Cetaphil Lotion, which doesn't get my 
makeup off. but I do like the Cetaphil 
Lotion mixed with baking soda as a 
scrub. The 3 percent hydrogen perox- 
ide (seems like water) and L’Orcal's 
Plenitude Floral Toner seems like per- 
fumed water; (neither one) made my 
blackheads go away. I do see some fine 
lines disappear when I use the Alpha 
Hydrox Gel, so I would like to incorpo- 
rate an AHA product regime, but with- 
out the Laszlo products my skin seems 
to be worse. Any personal recommen- 
dations to lower my skin-care budget 
and keep me off Laszlo would be 
appreciated. — Elizabeth. Atlanta. 

DEAR ELIZABETH: Cetaphil 
Lotion is not' a great makeup remover 
for someone with combination/oily 
skin. Please use the Cetaphil Lotion 
only during the day before you apply 
your makeup. At night try either 
Moisturel's Sensitive Skin Cleanser, 
Nivea’s Hydro Cleansing Gel, or 
Pond's Foaming Cleanser and Toner in 
One. If you are using an alpha hydroxy 


acid product (one witli an X percent 
concentration such as Alpha llydrox 
Gel), you don't need and should not be 
using a scrub. AHAs in the right con- 
centration replace the need for a scrub. 
Try the Alpha Hydrox Gel once or 
twice a day and see how that works. 
The 3 percent hydrogen peroxide is 
hardly water, although it may not work 
for your skin, and the toners I recom- 
mend arc mostly, soothing agents, noth- 
ing more. ; 

If your skin did well with the Emo 
Laszlo line and you like their founda- 
tion best after searching for alterna- 
tives, then stay with the Laszlo prod- 
ucts. My opinion is not gospel, and you 
arc a good example of someone for 
whom alcohol and bar soap, thflugh I 
am loath to admit it, can be beneficial. 
It always shocks me, but you arc living 
proof. Go ahead and add the Alpha 
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Need to beat the 
winter blues?

Clubs is the suit South bid 
and we have been advised against 
paying heed to what we’ve heard. 
But what is the logic behind lead- 
ing a dub instead of a spade? 

East should count South’s po- 
tential tricks. If West has the 
spade ace, South will score, at 
most, four hearts, three diamonds 
and three dubs (assuming he Has 
A-K-J and finesses). He cannot 
reach 12 winners without touch- 
ing spades. 

However, if South has the 
spade ace, he does not need any 
club tricks. He can win five 
spades, four hearts and three dia- 
monds, and West's club ace is put 
to sleep. 

The actuaTEast led a spade im- 
pulsively and paid the price. His 
result demonstrates that one 
should pay little heed to what one 
hears, be suspicious of what one 
sees and rely only upon reason for 
what one does.
